CANADA'S RAILWAY MENACE 

Elsewhere in this issue there is pub- 
lished a despatch from the Bulletin’s cor- 
respondent at Ottawa, setting forth in de- 
tail the positions in which Canada’s two 
transcontinental railway systems find 


themselves. The statement does not 
make cheerful reading. No statement 
which set forth the facts as they stand 
could be pleasant. But these are facts 
which must be faced and dealt with by 
the Government and parliament of the 


Dominion without loss of time. 

Their publication is timely in view of 
the investigation that is to be made by a 
commission into the whole transportation 
question in Canada. Those who want to 
understand why this commission has been 
appointed, the nature of the problem up- 
on which it is expected to throw light, and 
how important it is to the public that a 
solution of the railways’ difficulties be 
found, should read this despatch with at- 
tention and keep in mind the major facts 
there presented, 

The adverse circumstances with which 
the railways have come into collision are 
fairly well understood, and it is no secret 
that these carriers have been losing busi- 
ness and money at an alarming rate. 
What may not have been so generally re- 
cognized is that the public, not less than 
the railway managements, are due to 
share the alarm and suffer the conse- 
quences unless means are found to stop 
these losses and put the enterprises upon 
# solvent footing. 

The substance of the matter is that as 
the railway long ago displaced the high- 
way as an artery of commerce, the high- 
way in turn is now displacing the railway. 
While the Dominion—and to some extent 
the provinces—has been directly and indi- 
rectly creating a network of railways all 
over the country, the provinces have been 
building highways and licensing trucks 
and busses to take business away from 
the railways. 

The net result is that the railways are 
unable, and apparently without a prospect 
of being able, to meet the $100,000,000 
per year fixed charges on the $2,000,000,- 
000 of invested capital they represent. The 
eredit of the Dominion at home and 
abraad is linked up with thé credit of its 
railways. If these cannot bé made sol- 
vent, the whole financial structure of the 
country is in peril. How to avert that 
very real and by no means remote menace 
is the problem the commission has been 
asked to examine and illuminate. 


THE BEST NEWS IN TWO YEARS 

The recent rise in the price of wheat 
is the most encouraging thing that has 
happened in Canada since the influence 
of world depression crept across the bor- 
ders of the Dominion two years ago, sap- 
ped the foundations of our economic con- 
ditions, toppled plans and prospects into 
ruin, and introduced harder times than 
this generation of Canadians had ever 
known, 

If the rise is only temporary, Canada 
is millions of dollars better off because it 
occurred. Should it prove to be perman- 
ent, it will provide a solid basis upon which 
to start to rebuild the national prosperity. 
The Alberta farmer is getting the benefit 
of the increase directly, since his wheat 
was not sold before it occurred. Even 
where the wheat had passed out of the 
farmer's hands before the rise’ occurred, 
he and all others will share indirectly in 
the benefits of the larger amount of 
money thus brought into the country and 
put into circulation. 

The present price will not make the 
farmer rich, or enable him to pay up the 
deferred obligations of last year, But it 
will give him some margin of profit over 
production cost, which this year was ex- 
ceptionally low. That margin will repre- 
sent for him and his family the difference 
between mere existence and some degre« 
of comfortable living. And the increased 
buying thus made possible will cause th 
currents of trade to move faster this 
winter, and the wheels to turn more free- 
ly in the industrial establishments which 
depend upon the prairie market for sup- 
port,

In the matter of street and general 


improvement, Calgary is and has been 
more nearly abreast of its requirements 
than Edmonton. It is a more compact 
city, and perhaps for that reason has been 
able to carry on a more continuous im- 
provement policy. Edmonton for several 
years did nothing in the way of new con-, 
struction and little in the way of mainten- 
ance and repairs. It is still suffering 
from those years of enforced neglect and 
trying to catch up with the arrears. 

A large share of the street improve- 
ment that is planned for Edmonton next 
year is involved in the reconstruction of 
street railway lines which have outlived 
their usefulness and safety. Unless the 
necessary bylaws are approved, either 
the street railway reconstruction must be 
postponed or this work carried out and 
the roadways left in the discreditable con- 
dition that was presented by west Jasper 
for many years. 

Edmonton's finances are in quite as 
good order as those of its southern con- 
temporary, the employment question is 
one for serious attention here as_ there, 
and this city is in greater need of carry- 
ing on its improvement scheme without 
interruption, There should therefore be 
no doubt that Edmonton taxpayers will 
approve the bylaw proposals as decisively 
as those of Calgary. i
